Among the agenda item’s taken up by city council at the Au¬ 
gust 14 meeting was consideration of what response, if any, to 
make to the owners of/Parcel 15 concerning its future develop¬ 
ment. Three plans for development of the northern 19 acres of 
the site had been submitted to the city in a letter dated June 6 
by Burton J. Reiner, one of the trustees. These called for three 
alternative designs to support a request for change of zoning on 
the tract, which lies, west and north of Charlestowne North, the 
highrise apartment building, and extending to the Beltway and 
the Beltway exit to Kenilworth Ave, 


Candidates For State Legislature 
Air Views at Library Meeting

About 70 people turned out at the Greenbelt library on Mon¬ 
day, August 14, to hear and question 10 candidates for the Mary¬ 
land legislature in the September primary. The event was spon¬ 
sored by the Greenbelt Jaycees. Bob Phillips served as moderate l 
and the program was signed for the deaf. 

Senate Race 


The first plan, calling for R-80 
zoning, shows approximately 46 
single family lots. The second and 
third plans, for R-T or R U zon¬ 
ing, would be developed in town- 
house units similar to Charlestowne 
Village — either 166 or 178, de¬ 
pending on which plan would be 
selected. 

In showing the plans on the 
opaque projector, city manager 
James K. Giese noted the comments 
of Charles Bresler, spokesman for 
the owners, that if a townhouse de¬ 
velopment were chosen, some land 
would be provided to the city for 
open space and recreational uses. 
Whether or not such land would 
be donated or sold to the city was 
left ambiguous, Giese said. Giese 
also reported the developer's ex¬ 
pressed intention to file for a 
change of zoning in conformity 
with the College Park-Greenbelt 
and Vicinity Master Plan. "We 
want no big battles with the city,” 
Giese reported the developer as 
having said. 

In the ensuing discussion, coun¬ 
cilman Richard Castaldi indicated 

his support for the R-80 zoning. 
“It's about time that parcel should 
be developed,” he said, indicating 
that he would oppose higher den¬ 
sity zoning because “we cannot 
handle it zoning-wise or in terms 
of our facilities.” 

While agreeing that R-80 is the 
“most optimum” zoning for the 
tract, councilman Thomas White 
opposed appearing to endorse the 
developer’s petition for new zon¬ 
ing. “Let him fight his own battles 
for whatever zoning he wants,” 
White said. 

Giese suggested, however, that if 
council opposed higher density zon¬ 
ing, it ought to register that fact. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld, who 
was at that point chairing the meet¬ 
ing as mayor pro tem (since Mayor 
Richard Pilski was attending the 
candidates presentation in the 
Greenbelt Library), said: “We can 
take a position or no position,” and 
White reiterated his objection to 
supporting any zoning change until 
an application had actually been 
submitted by the developer. 

Castaldi disagreed, however, “The 
longer the land is undeveloped,” he 
suggested, “the greater the case that 
can be made for possibly higher 
density zoning. R-80 is compatible 
with the neighborhood.” 

Noting that the sketch submitted 
for the R-80 zoning category show¬ 
ed “a lot of bad lots,” Giese quer¬ 
ied Castaldi, who is an employee of

the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
whether there is a type of zon¬ 
ing calling for clusters of single 
family homes that would call for 
a lower density than R-T. 

Castaldi again noted his objection 
to more than 46 units, but did not 
object to the cluster concept, for 
which a zoning category does exist. 

Motion Submitted 

At this point councilman White 
submitted a motion to communi¬ 
cate the views of council to the de¬ 
veloper: “Based on the three draw¬ 
ings supplied, council finds it diffi¬ 
cult to make a decision of what 
would be an appropriate suggestion 
for development of this parcel. 
Council, however, does feel that the 
most compatible use would be free 
standing single family detached 
homes, and should also draw at¬ 
tention to the Advisory Planning 
Board’s recommendations for a set¬ 
back from the Beltway.” 

This view was endorsed, during 
the discussion period, by Eileen 
Peterson, President of the Lakeside 
Citizens Association. Speaking for 
the unanimous view of the board 
of that organization, she stressed 
that single family homes constitu¬ 
ted the “only reasnable plan.” As 
a former resident of a home on 
Lakecrest Dr., she stressed the sa¬ 
turation level of traffic already

New Capital Beltway Station 

Congresswoman Gladys Noon 
Spellman announced recently the 
awarding of a design contract for 
the long awaited New Carrollton 
Amtrak station near the intersec¬ 
tion of Route 50 and the Capital 
Beltway. The $425,000 contract ;s 
the first major station design con¬ 
tract awarded under the two-year- 
old Northeast Corridor Improve¬ 
ment Project for rail transporta¬ 
tion. 

To be built by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, the $5 
million New Carrollton train sta¬ 
tion will replace the existing, “woe¬ 
fully inadequate” Capital Beltway 
Station on the Washington-New 
York main line, which was built 
as a demonstration project almost 
a decade ago, Mrs. Spellman said. It 
will be located approximately a half 
mile south of the existing train 
station, where the Washington 
Metropolitan Transit Authority 
(WMTA) is constructing its New 
Carrollton Metro stop. 

In anticipation of construction of 
the train station, Amtrak and the 
Metro Board some time ago 
reached an agreement under which 
WMATA actually is building the 
“shell” of the train station—the 
foundation, coiling and walls—as 
part of its work on its own rapid 
transit station. The Transportation 
Department is responsible for con¬ 
struction of waiting rooms, train 
entranceway areas, high level train 
platforms and some relocated 
tracks. 

According to Mrs. Spellman, de¬ 
sign work on the 25,000 square foot 
station will be completed in six 
months, with a construction con¬ 
tract to be awarded next spring. 
The station is expected to be finish¬ 
ed in 1980.

lew Wing lamed for 
Judge Edgar L Smith 

The new wing to the Municipal 
Building will be named in memory 
of the late Judge Edgar L. Smith, 
former mayor of Greenbelt. A 
dedication ceremony will take place 
on September 3. 

In passing a resolution on August 
14 providing for the dedication, 
council paid tribute to Judge Smith 
by recognizing his years of dedica¬ 
ted and devoted service, his leader¬ 
ship and friendship. The resolu¬ 
tion in part reads, “he provided not 
only his knowledge and judgment 
but also concern and understand¬ 
ing; he shared not only his com¬ 
mitment to the principles of demo¬ 
cracy and welfare of the citizens 
but also his love of our community 
and respect for the dignity of each 
human being.” 

The Reverend Kenneth Buker 
told council members that he was 
happy with their action. He re¬ 
called that he and Judge Smith 
had worked together prior to the 
Buker's move to Greenbelt - when 
Smith was Judge Advocate and he 
was Chaplain in 1956 of the Depart¬ 
ment of Maryland American Legion 
Headquarters. 

Judge Smith was first elected to 
city council in 1959, declined to run 
in 1961, then served as city solicitor 
in 1962-63. In 1963 he was elected 
again - for the first of four succes 
sive terms as city councilman. As 
high man in the voting for 1963, 
1965 and 1967, he was selected by 
his colleagues as mayor. He again 
served as mayor for a few months 
in 1971, Smith resigned from the 
council in July 1971 to accept ap¬ 
pointment as judge of the District 
Court of Maryland. /

The Democratic primary contest 
for the Senate s at in the 

24th Legislative District matches 
challenger T ec Green, currently a 
member I of the House of Delegates, 
against incumbent Senator Edward 
T. Conroy. Both candidates are 
Bowie residents. 

Green, the first speaker on the 
program, stressed a need for leader¬ 
ship; confidence in government; 
and tax, utility rate and budget re¬ 
form. Green supports the separa¬ 
tion of Greenbelt and Bowie when 
the 24th Legislative District is re¬ 
structured in 1980, stating that such 
a change would give Greenbelt a 
greater opportunity to exert leader¬ 
ship in the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly. He also favors a progres¬ 
sive income tax and an independent 
ethics commission. 

Conroy reviewed his past legis¬ 
lative achievements, emphasizing 
his support of bills, such as the fee 
in lieu of dedication of land meas¬ 
ure and advanced notice on High¬ 
way land acquisition which had 
been requested by Greenbelt. Con¬ 
roy noted his fight for the conflicts 
of interest bill which passed the 
Senate this past session but died 
in the House. He favors a gradua¬ 
ted income tax. 

House Democratic Primary 

Five Democratic candidates are 
competing for three slots on the 
ballot for the House of Delegates 
from the 24th District. They are 
Richard R. Pilski, F. Anthony Mc¬ 
Carthy, Gerard F. Devlin, Charles 
J. Ryan, and Joan Pitkin. 

Greenbelt's Mayor Richard R. 
Pilski cited his long record of ex¬ 
perience in municipal government 
as being particularly important to 
the 24th District, which includes 
the cities of Greenbelt, Bowie, and 
Upper Mariboro. He feels this ex¬ 
perience is needed by a delegate in 
Annapolis. A tax consultant by pro¬ 
fession, Pilski also supports tax 
reform. He, too, cited a need for 
^dependent leadership and criti¬ 
cized the "Democrats ’78” slate for 
attempting to impose a party line 
on voters. 

F. Anthony McCarthy, a former 

Assistant State's Attorney, believes 
nis life-long residence in Greenbelt 
indicates his commitment to the 
community and sensitivity to its 
needs. He agrees on the need for 
more progressivity in the income 
tax system and defended “Demo¬ 
crats 78” as being a “good slate.” 
In response to a question about 
criminal justice reforms, McCarthy 
said he favored a more uniform 
system of sentencing, a compensa¬ 
tion program for victims and wit¬ 
nesses, and a plan whereby con¬ 
victed persons would be required to 
compensate victims of some offens¬ 
es. 

Gerard F. Devlin, incumbent Del¬ 
egate from Bowie, cited the a- 
chievements of his first term as 
the reason for returning him to 
Annapolis. He noted a 1978 A- 
ward from the Maryland Municipal 
League and read letters of con¬ 
gratulation from several municipal¬ 
ities, including Greenbelt. Devlin 
is particularly proud of the pro¬ 
perty tax relief measures he spon¬ 
sored, which returned some $110 
million to taxpayers. 

Charles J. Ryan, a Bowie resi¬ 
dent, holds the Delegate seat va¬ 
cated when David Ross resigned 
to accept a judgeship. Ryan is now 
seeking this seat in the Democrat¬ 
ic primary. His chief areas of in¬ 
terest are quality education, mental 
health care, and special education 
for the handicapped. 

Joan Pitkin, a Bowiie candidate 
seeking a seat in the House, said 
her chief concerns were quality 
education, adequate health care 
services, runaway prices, and pro¬ 
grams for the handicapped and 
elderly. 


Republican Primary Candidates 
Alan Virta, a life-long county re¬ 
sident who recently moved into 
Windsor Green in Greenbelt, is 
running as a Republican for the 
House of Delegates. Virta is an 
historian at the Library of Cong¬ 
ress. He favors less reliance on 
property taxes, a progressive in¬ 
come tax and a strict disclosure 
of financial interest law. 

Audrey E. Scott, a two -tomi May¬ 
or of Bowie, is running for the 
House of Delegates. She believes 
there is a need for a Delegate with 
municipal government experience. 
Among her chief concerns are zon¬ 
ing and taxes. 

Donald Bruce McBride, of La*- 
ham, a former Air Force officer 
and budget analyst, is seeking a 
Delegate slot on the Republican 
ballot. McBride favors lower tax¬ 
es and less spending and stresses 
the importance of building up tbc 
two party system in Prince Georges 
County. 

The September primary is only 
a formality for Virta, Scott, and 
McBride. Since no other Republi¬ 
cans are vying for the three dele¬ 
gate slots in the 24 th District, 
their names will automatically be 
cn the ballot in the general election. 

Medicaid Funded Abortions 
During the question and answer 
session *the candidates for the 
House and Senate were asked to 
state whether they favor continued 
medicaid funding of abortions, Al¬ 
an Virta and Audrey Scott gave 
unqualified “yes” answers in re¬ 
sponse. Leo Green, Edward Conroy, 
Charles Ryan, and Anthony Mc¬ 
Carthy said “yes,” where the life 
of the mother is involved. Gerard

NASA Bus Service 
From Springhill Lake 

The R-12 bus service will con - 
tinue to operate to NASA after 
the Phase III Metro program is im¬ 
plemented, according to Dee Alli¬ 
son, Transit Administrator for the 
Prince Georges County Department 
of Public Works and Transporta¬ 
tion, 

Allison replied to a letter by 
Greenbelter Roberta J. Fisk who 
had pointed out that if the present 
R-12 no longer went to NASA 
there would be no bus service be¬ 
tween the Springhill Lake section 
of the city and NASA. Fisk had 
asked that the T-16 bus be rerouted 
to run through Springhill Lake so 
that Springhill Lakers would not 
have to transfer at Beltway Plaza 
or w r alk there to get a bus to NASA. 
This request by Fisk had also been 
addressed to City Council and had 
been reported in an article in the 
News Review on June 1. 

After the Phase III opening of 
the New Carrollton station (sched¬ 
uled for November 20), the R-12 
service will operate on the same 
basic schedule as it does today, 
Allison said. Saturday service will 
continue at least as frequently as 
it does today and there is no pro¬ 
posal to reduce any service which 
is currently provided. 

One reason the question of the 
possible curtailment of services to 
NASA was raised was because the 
NASA part of the R-12 bus route 
w^as not included in the map used 
to show' proposed changes in the 
R-12 line. On the map the R-12 is 
shown as leaving the Dean wood 
station instead of the present Sta¬ 
dium/Armory station and running 
to the Greenbelt Center. There is 
no indication of the NASA loop 
that is now made by certain spe¬ 
cified R-12 buses, leading Green 
belters to assume that that I003) 
had been eliminated. Allison as¬ 
sured Fisk and also City Manager 
James Giese that this was not so 
and that the NASA loop would con¬ 
tinue to be made. 

The T-16 will not extend to 
Springhill Lake as requested be¬ 
cause the R-12 will still be run ¬ 
ning through Springhill Lake.

Readings are taken at 9 a m., 
noon and 3 p.m. on weekdays and 
once a day on Saturdays. Sundays 
and holidays during the warm wea¬ 
ther months and in the mornings 
during the winter. During alerts, 
the system is stepped up and read¬ 
ings are taken hourly.

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Council Working Session Considers 
Elderly Housing Management Options 

by Beth Wilkinson 

Management and ownership options for the Elderly Housing 
project were discussed at the July 31 city council work session. 
At 8:30 the 8 p.m. scheduled meeting got underway with barely 
a quorum present. Mayor Pro-Tern Gil Weidenfeld, and councilmen 
Charles Schwan, and Richard Castaldi were informed of coopera¬ 
tive, private and city management approaches. Joint ownership 
between the city and a private investor was also discussed. 

Martin Schwartzberg, represent¬ 
ing CRI, a Rockville based com- 
pany, proposed that ownership by

the city be converted to a limited 
partnership between CRI and the 
city of Greenbelt, thereby “reliev¬ 
ing the city of any fiscal responsi¬ 
bilities.” Under this type of ar¬ 
rangement, Schwartzberg said, CRI 
and not the city would be liable 
for any cost overruns. As owners, 
CRI would provide a completion 
guarantee, operating capital and a 
pool of money for improvements as 
the facility ages. 

According to City Manager James 
Giese, the city would own the 
property and CRI the building. 
Management of the facility would 
remain the city’s responsibility, 
which the city could turn over to a 
contractor, Schwartzberg said that 
so long as CRI is satisfied with the 
city’s capabilities to oversee the 
management, it would be given 
complete control. However, if the 
city were to propose some action 
considered detrimental to the facil¬ 
ity, CRI could step in, 

CRI suggested that it would be 
willing to invest a half million dol¬ 
lars in the housing project. This 
amount would be given to the city 
over a five year period, if its part¬ 
nership proposal is accepted. A- 
bout $356,000 would be available to 
the city to use at its discretion, not 
necessarily related to the elderly 
project. The remaining $150,000 
would be held in reserve as an op¬ 
erating pool for the facility, 

“At some future date, in about 18 
to 22 years,” Schwartzberg said, 
CRI would want to get back its 
original investment either by re¬ 
financing or selling the facility. 
The city may want to buy the buil¬ 
ding at that time, but under the 
terms of the partnership it would 
not be obligated to do so. 

Management Options 

Three management options were 
also considered. Louis F. Huber, 
president of Seven Oaks Limited, 
presented a proposal to provide a 
private management arrangement 
for the building. Under this plan, 
ownership would remain in the 
city’s hands, and the city would pay 
the management firm’s fee, which 
is limited under the CDA contract. 

Huber’s company would provide 
a trained resident manager, an on¬ 
site custodian/maintenance person, 
and the “expertise” of Huber’s staff 
to aid with budgetary and market¬ 
ing problems, and to provide infor¬ 
mation about social resources a- 
vailable to the elderly. This com¬ 
pany built and now manages the 
Christ Church Harbor Apartment 
and hospital complex in Baltimore, 
a low-income exclusively elderly 
housing development. His type of 
management, said Huber, tries to 
act as a catalyst for tenant partici¬ 
pation in management and the de¬ 
velopment of tenant organizations. 

Carrying the idea of tenant par ¬ 
ticipation further is the coopera¬ 
tive management approach outlined 
by Peter Behringer, president of 
Multi-Family Housing Services, 
which is based in Oxon Hill. Un¬ 
der this type of organization, man¬ 
agement responsibility is entrusted 
to the tenants. Although it is pos¬ 
sible for the city to retain some 
control, the goal is to have tenants 
operate the facility themselves. 
MFHS would provide initially the 
“standard management services”, 
Behringer said. This would include 
an on-site skilled maintenance man 
and staff, until MFUS could train 
tenants about the cooperative ap¬ 
proach and the responsibilities in¬ 
volved. At this time, MFHS is not 
managing an elderly cooperative 
housing project, although it has in 
the past.

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Special Education Program 
Expands to Pre-Schoolers 

While the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty school system’s total enrollment 
has been dropping, the number of 
children receiving services from the 
Special Education Department has 
been increasing. In the coming year 
such services will be provided to 
an anticipated 15,500 students. 

Special education programs and 
services are available for eligible 
students who are handicapped in¬ 
tellectually, physically, or emotion¬ 
ally. These programs encompass 
special centers for students with 
multiple handicaps, classes for chil¬ 
dren with special learning prob¬ 
lems within the regular school, and 
special resource and itinerant teach¬ 
ers who work with students in the 
regular program. A program of 
home teaching is also available for 
students who are unable to attend 
school for extended periods of time. 

For the first time this fall a 
program will be offered for handi¬ 


capped pre-school age youngsters. 
Four Early Childhood Centers will 
be in operation in locations around 
the county, with about 100 three 
and four-year-olds expected to en¬ 
roll. In the past most services for 
pre-school children with handicaps 
have been offered on a space-av¬ 
ailable basis in centers already 
serving older children. 

As required by federal and state 
law, the Prince Georges schools are 
moving toward meeting a 1981 dead¬ 
line for extending Special Educa¬ 
tion services to all handicapped 
children, from birth through age 
21. Another part of the federal 
requirement is already being ful¬ 
filled by the county’s Child Find 
Program, an effort to identify and 
evaluate all handicapped youngsters 
spanning that entire age group. 
Anyone knowing of such a young¬ 
ster who is not already enrolled 
in a school program should con¬ 
tact the Prince Georges County 
Child Find Office, at 262-6122.

She had acupuncture an - 
aesthesia so she was awake and 
able to cooperate with the surgeon 
who, by the way, was a woman. 

In my travels, I saw schools, 
factories, communes, and neighbor 
hoods.

School Board Candidate Responses 
To Wide-ranging Questions at Forum 

by James O’Sullivan 

Greenbelt voters had an opportunity to hear the candidates 
for the Second District seat on the Prince Georges County School 
Board discuss their ideas for improving the school system at a 
forum held at the Greenbelt library on Monday, August 14. 


Seeking the five-year term on the 
Board are Lesley Kreimer, Muriel 
Weidenfeld, and John Brunner. 

Lesley Kreimer, the incumbent 
in the Second District, was first 
elected to the Board in 1973. She is 
Vice President of the Metropolitan 
Area Boards of Education and a 
member of the Executive Board of 
the County Council of P.T.A/s. A 
former teacher and guidance coun¬ 
selor in the Prince Georges County 
schools, Kreimer favors programs 
to improve reading skills, concen¬ 
tration on the problems of the jun¬ 
ior high schools, reduction of long 
distance busing, an expansion of 
the Talented and Gifted program 
(TAG), and greater community use 
of schools. Kreimer is a resident 
of Windsor Green. 

Muriel Weidenfeld has been ac¬ 
tive in civic and educational or¬ 
ganizations since she and her fam 
ily moved to Greenbelt in 1965. 
She is a former president of the 
Springhill Lake PTA, chaired the 
Greenbelt Citizens Committee for 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, was 
a Vice President and member of 
the Board of Directors of Twin 
Pines Savings and Loan Associa¬ 
tion, and was a commissioner rep¬ 
resenting Prince Georges County 
on the Maryland Human Relations 
Commission. She advocates grea¬ 
ter emphasis on basic skills in the 
primary grades, stricter discipline, 
and a step by step plan to reduce 
busing. 

John Brunner is a municipal ad¬ 
ministrator for the city of New 
Carrol It 07i. He is a graduate of 
the University of Maryland and has 
lived in Prince Georges County for 
12 years. He is a resident of West¬ 
chester Park. Brunner sees the 
future of Prince Georges county as 
being tied to the school system. He 
believes better schools are needed 
to keep people and companies in 


the county and favors improve¬ 
ment of basic skills and achieve¬ 
ment levels, stronger discipline, and 
greater emphasis on vocational ed¬ 
ucation and the TAG program. 

Questions and Answers 

During the discussion period the 
three candidates fielded a wide 
range of questions. Kreimer said 
there is a need for a comprehen¬ 
sive TAG program with better 
grouping. 'Brunner also favored the 
expansion of TAG. Weidenfeld a- 
greed that the idea was worth 
looking into. She also favored 
continuation of a driver education 
program. Brunner saw no conflict 
of interest between his job as a 
city administrator and his service 
on the Board. Kreimer favored 
smaller classes, especially at the 
junior high school level. Weiden¬ 
feld, said that there should be no 
school closings without a careful 
look at the effect of such closings. 
Brunner said that since the quality 
of the school administrator affects 
the entire school, he would put 
great emphasis on finding the most 
qualified school administrators. 
Kreimer said the middle school 
concept may be one way of dealing 
with the acute junior high problem. 

“Candidate Fair” Aug. 30 

“Candidates Fair, 1978” will be 
presented by the Prince Georges 
County Memorial Library System 
at the Greenbelt Library on Wed¬ 
nesday, August 30, from 7 to 9 p.m. 
Voters in Legislative Districts 22, 
23, and 24 will be able to meet can¬ 
didates for Central Committee, 
Prince Georges County Council and 
the State Legislature. The infor¬ 
mal atmosphere will enable all an¬ 
nounced candidates to present their 
views and respond to questions. 
Admission is free. Programs are 
interpreted for the deaf and hear¬ 
ing impaired. 


COMMISSION EXPANDS 
COMMUNICATION SYSTEM 

The Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commisison this week ex¬ 
panded its comunication system 
for the deaf and hearing impaired 
by establishing around-the-clock 
telecommunicator (TTY) service 
for customers in Montgomery and 
Prince Georges Counties. 

The WSSC TTY number is 277- 
2314. WSSC hearing impaired cus¬ 
tomers can contact the Commission 
regarding billing inquiries, water 
and sewerage systems, maintenace, 
and emergency situations. 

The Commision’s first TV-unit 
was installed in November 1977 and 
has been operational during duty 
hours only. The enlargement of 
the system insures a continuous 
communication avenue with the 
deaf and hearing impaired in the 
Commission’s service area and 
helps to eliminate a gap in “total 
customer communication.” 

County Requires Use 
Permits on New H'mes 

Buyers of new single-family 
homes — including condominium 
apartments and those converted to 
condominium ownership and sold 
for the first time—must receive 
either a use and occupancy permit 
from the county’s building inspec¬ 
tor before settlement, or a list of de¬ 
ficiencies to be corrected. Legisla¬ 
tion . . . enacted unanimously by 
County Council . . . stipulates that 
the seller is responsible for correct¬ 
ing the violations unless specifically 
relieved of the duties by a valid 
contract. 

When a use and occupancy certi¬ 
ficate is not issued before settle¬ 
ment, a separate, written contract 
is mandatory indicating responsi¬ 
bility for correction of all viola¬ 
tions. The contract must specify a 
date for the corrections. The bill, 
effective immediately, does not ap¬ 
ply to homes on the resale market. 

The bill allows the building in¬ 
spector to issue a temporary certi¬ 
ficate for part of a building if the 
portion can be occupied, safely be¬ 
fore total construction, such as 
in cases of apartment complexes.

Joan Pitkin said 
the issue is too complicated to give 
a brief answer and indicated she 
was undecided. Mayor Pilski was 
not present during the question 
period; he had gone to a city coun¬ 
cil meeting immediately after the 
initial round of speeches. 
Competing Slates 
The Democratic primary in the 
24th District involves a clash of 
ccmpeting slates for the single Sen¬ 
ate and three House seats. The 
“Democrats’ 78” slate consists of 
Conroy, Devlin, McCarthy, and Ry¬ 
an. It is being challenged by a 
slate made up of Green, Pilski. and 
Pitkin.
